There was a grim irony in the nervous eagerness with which the nation 
awaited each Monday session of the United States Supreme Court— that toeing 
the day on which it hands down decisions— in the hope that it would say the 
final word in the case of the government versus John L. Lewis and his United 
Mine Workers. 
This nervousness was occasioned by the fact that Mr. Lewis 
had instructed his miners— w'ho, aipparently, obey him as slavishly as Nazi 
party members once obeyed Hitler—to work only unttil Mrch 31, and had 
thus lefi the way open for calling anotther disastrous strike again. 
Entirly aside from the legal poises of them atter, the feeling that the 
Supreme Court is under pressure to annonce its decisions as quickly as pos­ 
sible hould make the American people ask themselves this potent, far-reach- 
' ing question: 
“ Have we reached a point where one man can set up a dead- 
' line as the day when the Supreme Court must act? 
If the answer is yes, 
we might as well stop talking about freedom in America. 
The Supreme “Court is thehighest judicial agency of a great government. 
It is one of the principal custodians of the people’s rights, and tjhe final de­ 
fender of their liberties. 
When one man can become so powerful that the 
” nation feels that the Court should hurry its processes in the interest of a 
quick decision in a case at law, that man, and the organiztion from which 
he gets his power, rivals government itself. 
Was there a Letter example 
of the need for decisive action by Congress to cure the intolerable abuses 
of the labor dictators?— Post Dispatch.

Dr. Stafford Warren, chief of rad­ 
iological safety for the Manhattan 
project which developed 
the

bomb, declared one or two well placed 
bombs could make the average big city 
untenable and require its evacuator 
within two hours if survivors of the 
:last were to escape death from 
radio activity poisoning. 
Radioactive particles contamina-* 
ing buildings, crops and water sup­ 
plies would rain death slowly upon 
the earth for generations after an 
atomic war, Warren told the Uni­ 
versity of California medical school 
faculty. 
He said a surprise atom bomb at­
